Washington, June 11 —(NC)— 
The opposition which the Catholic 
Archbishops and Bishops of the 
United States expressed last No- 
vember to the enactment at this 
time of legislation for the compul- 
sory peacetime drafting of youths 
was reiterated last week before 
the Select Committee on Post-War 
Military Policy of the United 
States House of Representatives. 

The Bishops’ stand was set forth 
in a letter by the Very Rev. Msgr. 
Howard J. Carroll, General Sec- 
retary of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. It was ad- 
dressed to Representative Clifton 
A. Woodrum of Virginia, Chair- 
man of the Committee, who made 
it public at Committee hearings 
yesterday. 

“As General Secretary of the 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference,” Monsignor Carroll stated 
in his. message to Representative 
Woodrum, “I have been directed 
to inform you that the Catholic 
Archbishops and Bishops of the 
United States, at a meeting held 
in November, 1944, unanimously 
passed a resolution opposing the 
immediate passage of peacetime 
compulsory military training leg- 
islation. _Their action was based 
on the following considerations: 


Three Grounds Stated 


“1) That a matter so important 
should await decision until the end 
of the war when it can be known 
what the international situation 
will be; 

“2) That those now serving in 
the Army and Navy should be giv- 
en an opportunity to express their 
views on this measure before it is 
enacted; 

“3) That military requirements 
until the end of the war can be 
met by the extension of the Se- 
lective Service Act, 

“We respectfully request, Mr. 
Chairman, that this resolution re- 
ceive favorable consideration and 
be incorporated in the record of 
the proceedings of your Commit- 
tee.” 

The same sessions of the Con- 
gressional Committee which heard 
Monsignor Carroll’s letter read al-

Reported Falling Under 
Soviets By Annexation

London, June 11 —(NC)— Over 
ten million Catholics have come 
under direct Soviet rule as the 
result- of its annexation of ter- 
ritory in Eastern Europe, Stan- 
islas Sopicki, polish Minister of 
Reconstruction and Administrative 
Planning in the Government in 
Exile here, declared before the 
Catholic Alliance, KAP, Polish 
Catholic Press Agency, reports. 


At the outbreak of the war there 
were 7,718,000 Catholics in the 
part of Poland ceded to Russia. 
Mr. Sopicki said. Adding the 
Catholic population of the Baltic 
countries, where in Lithuania is 
86 per cent Catholic, and that of 
Carpatho-Russia, Bukovina, Tran- 
sylvania and the other territories 
between the Baltic and the Black 
Seas, the number runs well over 
ten million, he pointed out.

Former Rabbi Of 
Rome Tells Of 


His Conversion 
Catholicism Oniy Means 


Of Battling Evil, Says 
Professor Israel Zolli 


Paris, June 4, —(NC)— Profes- 
sor Israel Zolli, former Chief Rab- 
bi of the Jewish community in 
Rome, became a Catholic because 
he felt convinced that “after this 
fearful war the only means of 
combatting the forces of destruc- 
tion and undertaking the recon- 
struction of Europe will be the 
acceptance of Catholicism: that is 
to say, the idea of God through 
Christ and of human brotherhood.” 

This statement and other de- 
tails on the motives that prompted 
Professor Zolli and his wife to be- 
come Catholics are revealed in an 
interview published in La Croix, 
French Catholie daily. Twenty 
Jewish families of Italian national- 
ity are said to have embraced 
Catholicism after the liberation of 
Rome by the Allies. 


“At all times,” Professor Zolli 
told the correspondent of La Cro- 
ix, “religion, law and reason have 
equally insisted on the brother- 
hood that must unite all humanity. 
Actually in several countries the 
search is on now for this Catholic 
formula that must save the world, 
and in a number. of countries

At the end of 1942, when 
Heinrich Himmler, chief of the 
Gestapo, came to Italy to wipe out 
the Jews, | found my only support 
among the ecclesiastics. They not 
only offered to help me but also 
declared themselves ready to hide 
numerous victims of nazism and of | 
fascist persecution. | 

“In 1943, it was again the Vat- 
ican. that informed me of plans 
for the deportation of Italian | 
Jews and, thanks to this informa- 
tion, several hundred families 
were spared. 


Clergy Organized Relief 


“When the Allies entered Rome 
on June 4, 1944, there was a fam- 
ine and the whole population lack- 
ed the means of subsistence. Then 
it was the clergy that organized 
relief kitchens where one could 
see aged priests and Religious 
serve meals to the poor and even 
to those who until then were not 
in need.”

XII in a private audience granted to Roi Ottley, special cor- 
respondent of the Pittsburgh Courier, published here,” 


Mr. Ottley states that this was® 


the first private audience granted 
by the Holy Father to an Ameri- 
ean Negro -correspondent, 

“His Holiness immediately put 
me at ease,” Mr. Ottley writes, 
“for his manner was easy and 
friendly. He spoke English fluently 
and he shook hands with me in the 
American fashion. Once the for- 
malities were over, he asked me 
about myself and my plans, about 
Negroes and their plans. He ob- 
served that the American people 
had spent much in men and trea- 
sure in the war, and he was mani- 


in the world. 

“My audience with the Pope had 
great significance,” Mr. Ottley con- 
tinues. “Everywhere the people’s 
eyes are on post-war plans and de- 
velopments. Who more than Col- 
ored people hope for something 
meaningful to follow so much 
blood-shed and suffering? Thus 
when representatives of the Prince 
of Peace chooses this historic mo- 
ment to convey a message to Ame- 
rican Negroes, it may be presumed 
that the Church is offering en- 
couragement to those who are seek- 
ing justice and equality. 

“The trend of the Vatican’s ra- 
cial and religious policies is sug- 
gested by its attitude toward the 
persecution of Jews. Every Jew in 
Italy whom I have talked with says 
that the Roman Catholic churches, 
convents, and monasteries gave 
succor to oppressed Jews. It is a 
well-known fact that if the Church 
did not bring its moral persuasion 
in behalf of Jews, in all likelihood 
the Jews would have been exter- 


nor freeman. For you are all one 
in Christ Jesus,” and declared 
that he had promised God in 1943 
to become a Christian if he should 
survive the war.

Took Advantage Of 
Crisis To Demand 
His Way On Poland 


Glasgow, Scotland, June 11 — 
(NC)— Taking advantage of the 
determination of the late Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
that nazi Germany should not 
split the Allies, Premier Josef 
‘Stalin was able to make “his ex- 
tortionate demands at the expense 
of Poland,” the Very Rev. Canon 
Fredrick R. Pirrie asserted in an 
address at a meeting on behalf 
of Poland in St. Andrew’s Hall 
here. 

“Let me go back a little,” Can- 
on Pirrie said. “Hitler’s greatest 
mistake was his attack on Russia. 


Had he remained true to his treaty 
with Russia, and had Germany and 
Russia united against us, God help 
us! None of us would have been 
here at this meeting tonight. But 
having miscalculated  Russia’s 
might, and the ready help given 
her by America and Britain, he 
soon realized the mistake he had 
made. 

“His next move was to plot day 
and night to bring about a split 
in the camp of the Allies, for well 
he knew nothing could suit him 
better. Roosevelt and Churchill 
spotted his game. They knew that 
one thing that must be avoided 
above all else was a quarrel be- 
tween the United Nations. Stalin, 
fully alive to the situation, played 
it up and presented his extortion- 
ate demands at the expense of Po- 
land, knowing well that Churchill 
and Roosevelt dare not break with 
him. 

“That I take it was the situa- 
tion ... But in the end will he 
really gain, was it intended that 
he should gain all that he demand- 
ed and still demands? With him 
at the council table were two of 
the world’s most expert states- 
men and astute diplomats. They 
well knew it was of paramount 
importance that the Allies remain 
united till the end of the war. 
Nothing must be allowed to break 
the united front. 

“Once victory gained, Poland 
will be freed,” Canon Pirrie con- 
cluded. “That I suggest has been 
intended all along by Britain and 
America. There you have my 
fheory. God grant that I may be 
right. If I am wrong and Stalin 
gets all he wants, the conscience 
of the United Nations will be out- 
raged. This war will be but the 
prelude to another, greater war. 
Generations yet to come will .suf- 
fer from our folly and learn. to 
curse the day we betrayed our 


Polish allies, who suffered, fought 


and died side by side with us.”

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Tt are only two schools of 
thought in Europe and the Am- 
ericas—the Christian and the pa- 
gan.

When Washington, Jefferson, Ben Franklin, and all those other 
grand old men launched this country of ours, they had no idea of 
separating religion from the state. No state-church, true. In fact 
the First Amendment abolished state churches in eight of the col- 
onies: Congregationalism in three, Episcopalianism in five; but it 
went on to say that Congress should make no laws forbidding the 


free exercise of religion. 


The idea was that everyone should have 


religion through a church of his own choosing. 

“Of all the dispositions and habits which lead to political 
prosperity,” said George Washington, “religion and morality are in- 
dispensable supports. In vain would that man claim the tribute of 
patriotism who should labor to subvert these great pillars of hu- 


man happiness... .- 


We ought to be no less persuaded that the 


propitious smiles of heaven can never be expected on a nation that 
disregards the eternal rules of order and right which heaven itself 


has ordained.” 


But now we haye come to the point where, says Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, President of Columbia University, “Even the form- 
al prayer which opens each session of the United States Senate and 
each session of the House of Representatives, and which accom- 
panies the inayguration of each president of the United States,

The world excoriated by St. Paul 


‘had not rejected Christ because its

Never to have known Jesus 
Christ in any way is the great- 
est of misfortunes, but it in- 
volves no perversity or. ingrat- 
itude. But having known Him, 
to reject or forget Him, is so 
great a crime as to be scarcely 
credible. 

Will Anti-Christ 
Rule In Our Day? 

Anti-Christ rules now, and all 
signs point to an extension and 
intensification of his rule on the 
morrow. While our nation and 
Britain waged costly war to get 
rid of pagan Caesars, dictators and 
tyrants, they seem powerless to 
prevent other pagan-minded men 
from naming their successors. 

But, you may ask, is not Christ 
more powerful than His enemies? 
Yes, but He acts through His 
friends. Were not the uttermost 
parts of the earth given to Him 
as a possession (Ps, II, 8)? Yes, 
but rulers and people have with- 
drawn from Him. Did He not de- 
clare that He had overcome the 
world (John XVI, 33)? Yes, but 
His conquest would remain per- 
manent only through the militant 
practice of His faith: “This is the 
victory which overcometh the 
world, our faith” (I John V, 5).

Monsignor Bertignon, Apostolic 
Administrator of Belluno, risked 
his life giving the last rites to four 
patriots who were being hung in 
the public square of Belluno. The 
nazis had denied the four persons 
the comforts of religion, but, not- 
ee withstanding, Bishop Bertignon 
taf mounted a ladder-and administered 
1 ee the Last Sacraments. As he finish- 
ed, he kissed each of the men about 
te die, and, turning to face the 
civilians and German military 
gathered about, cried out: “You 
cannot ever win, because you do 
not know justice or charity.” 

The third secular press story re- 
counts that Don Leoni, a venerable 
priest of Mantua, was arrested for 
sheltering his nephew from Ger- 
man conscription.

“When the Nazis were pressing 
on Paris, the Soviet Union took ad- 
vantage of international confusion 
and violated its treaty pledges by 
occupying the Baltic States and in- 
troducing by force of arms a Com- 
munist regime. 

‘The Lithuanian American Coun- 
cil followed with much satisfaction 
the progress of the Red Army cam- 
paign in pushing the common foe— 
Germany—from the enemy-occu- 
pied territories, but at the same 
time it followed with dismay the 
complete annihilation of every ves- 
tige of democracy when the Soviet 
authorities re-introduced the _ to- 
talitarian Communist system in the 
Baltic States. 

‘The right of the Baltic peoples 
to choose the governments under 
which they will live can be honor- 
ed in practice only through estab- 
lishing representative national in- 
term governments. The next step 
would be the holding of free elec- 
tions—after the removal of the 
Soviet occupational troops and af- 
ter the return of those citizens who

had been forcibly mobilized, im- 
prisoned or deported by the oc- 
cupying powers (Germany and 
Russia). ” 

“In the meantime, until condi- 
tions permit a genuine expression 
of the people’s will, an Inter-Allied 
Control Commission with effective 
powers and with real participation 
of the United States and Great 
Britain should be set up in the 
Baltic States to fulfill the promises 
of the Yalta Declaration. The im- 
mediate task of the Inter-Allied 
Control Commission would be to 
restore the freedom of speech, as- 
sembly and press. This freedom, 
under the joint auspices of the vic- 
torfous United Nations, would give 
the Baltic peoples confidence that 
elections will be unfettered and 
free, and that the voters will be 
protected at the polls, that they 
will be safeguarded from reprisals 
afterwards. Members of this Com- 
mission should be persons whose 
moral prestige, in their own coun- 
tries, as well as abroad, is gener- 
ally recognized, and the Commis-

There isn’t space to 
explain it iw this article, but take 
our word for it: it means a great 
deal to a Catholic. 

All these things can be done by 


‘any priest at all for any Catholic, 


even though he may be unconscious 
—in which case the priest will go 
through with the last rites and 


leave the rest to God. 


Saint Or Devil 


That’s why we beg of you, 
should you happen upon an acci- 
dent or a situation involving death 
to someone or other, and should 
you find evidence, however slight, 
that the dying person is a Cath- 
olic, call a priest!

Here is the exact wording of 
Father Powers’ citation for brav- 
ery for which he was awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal: 


By direction of the President 
and under the provisions of Army 
Regulations 600-45, Chaplain 
Maurice E. Powers, Captain, 
Q 532826, Chaplain Corps, 101st 
Cavalry Group Mechanized, Uni- 
ted States Army, is awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal for heroic ac- 
tion on 1 March, 1945, in Ger- 
many. During a reconnaissance 
mission Chaplain Powers and a 
group of medical personnel were 
forced to seek cover when an 
enemy shell landed in the vicin- 
ity. A second shell exploded near- 
by killing four men and wound- 
ing his assistant. After admin- 
istering first aid to the wounded 
assistant, he heroically left his 
shelter and braved the continued 
artillery fire to aid a seriously 
wounded soldier and bring him 
to safety. The courage, calm- 
hess, Judgment, and disregard 
for personal safety shown by 
Chaplain Powers were an inspir- 
a-ion to the men about him and 
are worthy of the highest praise.

are Lieut. George Murphy, captain of the 1942 football team, 
and his understudy at right end, Corp. John McGinnis. 


The former met death while 


f 


serving with the Sixth Marines on 


Okinawa, while the latter was kill- 


Mindanao. Murphy’s death occur- 
red on May 15 and that of Mc- 
Ginnis only three days later. 

Lieut. Murphy, regular right end 
on the unbeaten Notre Dame team 
of 1941, is the second monogram 
winner of that squad to meet His 
death in the Pacific warfare. En- 
sign Hercules Bereolos, familiarly 
known as Herky, who played guard 
on that team, crashed to his death 
on his first combat mission with 
the Navy air force last summer. 
Every other regular on the 1941 
team is now an officer in the com- 
bat service, and nearly all of them 
are in the Pacific. 


Lieut. Murphy was the first 
South Bend boy in 33 years to 
be elected captain of a Notre 
Dame football team— a tribute 
to the high esteem-in which he 
was held by his own teammates. 
The last South Bend boy prev- 
ious to Murphy to lead a Notre 
Dame eleven was the late How- 
ard (Cap) Edwards, who cap- 
tained the 1909 Western champ- 
ions; the first Notre Dame team 
to gain national recognition. 
That was a year before the late 
Knute Rockne entered the uni- 
versity as a student. 


Strangely enough, Murphy was 
succeeded as captain by another 
South Bend boy, Pat Filley, who 
led the 1943 national intercol- 
legiate championship eleven. Fil- 
ley started his Marine corps of- 
ficers’ training the followmeg 
spring, but knee injuries received 
in his high school and college 
playing days eventually resulted 
in a medical discharge. He then 
returned to school to complete 
his studies, and was named cap- 
tain of the 1944 team, on which 
he played at left guard until a 
new knee injury, received in the 
game against Army, forced him 
to give up the game. He is now 
assistant coach at Cornell uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N. Y., under Ed. 
McKeever. 


Murphy’s older brother, John, 
won a monogram as a Notre Dame 


15-yard line. Ed McKeever, acting 
head coach at that time because of 
the illness of Frank Leahy, called 
McGinnis off the bench and told 
him to go in at right end. 

“And do something out there, 
Mac,” McKeever told him as he 
sent him in with a pat on the back. 

On the first play after McGinnis 
went in, Fullback Gerry Cowhig— 


ing gone through most of the 
fighting on the western front — 
broke over the right side of his 
own line, cut back, and raced 
across the Seahawk goal line with- 
eyt being touched. 

But as Cowhig went over the 
goal line, the referee’s whistle 
and the umpire’s horn sounded 
simultaneously, and they were 
- both pointing at one Notre Dame 
player — McGinnis, of course. 
Now, Johnny’s part in the play 
was to block out a line backer. 
The man he was supposed to 
have taken had already been 
cared for when Johnny got there, 
so, remembering McKeever’s 
warning to “do something out 
there,” McGinnis went after an- 
other potential Seahawk tackler. 
In the second or two required for 
McGinnis to make contact, Cow- 
hig had gone over the goal line 
and no more blocking of any 
kind was needed. But that didn’t 
stop McGinnis. The Seahawk Mc- 
Ginnis was bent on getting turn- 
ed his back as the play ended in 
a touchdown, and it was in just 
that instant that McGinnis threw 
a low body bleck at him. The 
result was the most beautiful bit 
of clipping you ever saw, and 
since it occurred right under the 
eyes of both the referee and um- 
pire, they had no other recourse 
but to cd the foul on McGinnis, 
deprive Notre Dame of the touch-

Festival Of Song 


ON Memorial Day Indianapolis 
had its first annual Festival of 
Song, sponsored by that city’s 
morning paper, The Star. The oc- 
casion was appropriately marked 
by a high spirit of patriotism, in 
that the evening of song was also 
given over to a War Bond Rally 

AN audience of 8,000 assembl- 
ed to hear a massed chorus of 
1,000 voices. Men, women, and 
children composed this enormous 
community choir drawn from twen- 
ty churches. A feature was the 
Triad Chorus, consisting of 150 
male voices representing the Maen- 
nerchor of the Athenaeum-Turn- 
ers, the Columbians of the Knights 
of Columbus and the Chanters of 
the Murat Shrine. Gloria Seott, 
native of Indianapolis, who has 
recently been nationally introduc- 
ed by Nelson Eddy in his radio 
programs, came back home to sing 
“Ain’t God Good to Indiana,” a 
new song by Hoagy Carmichael, 
set to William Herschell’s poem, 
and other numbers. 

The song program was chiefly 
religious and classic. It opened 
with “God of Our Fathers” and 
concluded with MHandel’s “Hal- 
lelujah Chorus.” During the eve- 
ning the whole audience was in- 
vited to sing several popular num- 
bers. Imagine the volume of 9,000 
voices! And the enthusiasm! Al- 
so, the truth is this: harmony con- 
trolled. Led by 1,000 trained voi- 
ces, that audience of 8,000 could 
sing. And great joy prevailed.

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Washington Letter 
American Reds 
Preparing Shift To 
Aggressive Stand

Washington, June 11.—-Observers 
here. feel now that there is no 
longer any reason to doubt what 
many of them have suspected for 
a long time; namely, that Commu- 
nists in the United States will 
wage a post-war offensive in which 
they will cast asiae many, if not 
all, of the little pretenses and 
“opportunist deviations which have 
marked their activities since Rus- 
sia’s entry into the war in 1941. 

This conviction :s strengthened 
by the resolution adopted a few 
days ago by the National Board 
of. the Communist Political Asso- 
ciation, which presented a picture 
of “the present situation and next 
tasks.” 

One section of the resolution 
says: “We recognize that the future 
of the labor and progressive move- 
ment and therefore the role of the 
United States in world affairs will 
depend to no small extent upon 
the correctness of our communist 
policy, our independent role and 
influence, our mass activities and 
organized strength.” This has 
prompted some to see the Com- 
munists getting buck to an ele- 
mental Marxian principle; namély, 
that there can be no collaboration 
in the attainment of the party’s 
revolutionary’s ends. Communists 
have gotten away from that view- 
point somewhat, as a necessary 
war concession, It is pointed out. 

At the same time, the resolution 
ends with the declaration that “we 
are determined to cooperate with 
all anti-fascists and all democratic 
forces to achieve these great ob- 
jectives.” This expression of de- 
termination can mean much or lit- 
tle. Observers here are wondering

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'Greater Love’ Death 
On Okinawa Is 
Related By Marine

Okinawa —-(NC)—(Delayed)— 
Novy Pharmacist’s Mate Third 
Class Robert D. Doyle, 22, of 
Schenectady, N. Y., died with 
bravery in his heart and a Cruci- 
fix pressed to his lips. 

The hospital corpsman wos Cor- 
rying a wounded Marine to a bomb 
shelter when the bomb whistled to- 
ward them. Young Doyle placed 
the patient on the ground shielded 
him with his body, and took the 
brunt of the explosion. The Ma- 
rine lived. 

Attached to an evacuation hos- 
pital on Yontan Airfield, he was 
off. duty when the air raid began. 
The Japanese bombs fell into the 
hospital area. Doctors and corps- 
men worked to get the wounded 
men to shelter. Pharmacist Mate 
Doyle had left his foxhole to help. 
He moved one patient from a burn- 
ing tent. He went back and 
brought out a wounded Marine 
who had one leg in a cast. 

Half way to the bomb shelter, 
he heard a bomb coming. He 
placed the Marine down beside 
a large rock pressed his own body 
against the Marine to shield him. 
The patient was hit in the ensu- 
ing blast. A chunk of steel goug- 
ed into his jaw. He was wounded 
about the legs and arms. But he 
lived, 

Young Doyle was dead. A Cru- 
cifix was clenched in one hand, 
pressed tightly to his lips: 


heroic action while serving . with 
an armored: division in a medical 
battalion of the First Armg in 
Germany. Captain McArdle helped 
in the evacuation of American 
wounded behind the lines the latter 
part of March and the first 
part of April. In a recent letter 
to his wife he wrote that he and 
his men were forced to travel at 
night as the territory through 
which they were going was heavily 
concentrated with enemy troops. 
“Often I slept in my overcoat, pre- 
cheng to being roused in a 
urry by the news of advancing 
Germans,” Captain McArdle wrote. 


He entered the service in June, 
1942, and has been overseas 21 
months.

Religious Summer 
School Is Conducted 


Fort Wayne—Fr several days 
the children of St. Vincent de 
Paul church, Auburn road have 
been receiving the benefits of a 
Religious Vacation school program. 
This is the fourth annual project of 
its kind to be sponsored by the 
parish. The first three years, the 
Missionary Catechists from Victory 
Noll, Huntington were in charge. 
In this instance however, the School 
Sisters of Notre Dame have been 
engaged in so far as they have 
been in charge of the catechetical 
program in the Parish regularly 
every Sunday since last October. 

The daily sessions have been 
splendidly attended with an aver- 
age of approximately 90 children 
present.

the United States break off: diplo- 
matic relations with Spain. They 
know that if this be done a new 
revolution will eventuate in that 
country, and that the ' “Republi- 
cans,” constituted of Socialists, 
Communists and anarchists, will 
try again to get possession of the 
government. 

If the Protestant press alone

Rural Life 
Soil Conservation 


By Rev. William Schimek 
The war has made us conscious of the importance of 
the land. From the soil man extracts the Food that gives 
him life and energy, the fiber for clothing and shelter, the 
ore from which he fashions tools and equipment. Without 
these three essentials man cannot long survive. All these 
things are taken from the earth. Of the three, food is most 


“important because it is what man 

Ineeds every day. A shortage of 

‘food not only interferes with man’s 

happiness and security, but even 

threatens his very existence. 
Topsoil Importance 

The food necessary to sustain 
life is grown on a thin film of 
soil covering the surface of the 
earth. This layer of topsoil, usual- 
ly a few inches to a foot or more 
in depth, is all that stands between 
man and extinction. Scientists and 
soil chemists tell us that the soil 
is a living organism, and the cen- 
ter of continual activity. The 
biological and chemical activity 
of insects and bacierial life on the 
organic and inorganic elements in 
the soil furnish the proper condi- 
tions for the growth of plants. 

We leave that subject to ex- 
perts. Our purpose here is to point 
out that man’s prosperity is deter- 
mined by the care that he gives to 
that layer of topsoil on which plant 
life grows. It is within man’s 
power to preserve or destroy the 
productive power «f that soil. 


No New Art 


Conserving the fertility of the 
soil is not a new art; it is as old 
as humanity. But it has not al- 
ways been practised. The history 
of the world reveals that nations 
have perished and whole civiliza- 
tions have disintegrated because 
of depleted soil resources. 

This is emphesized by Dr. 
Simkhovitch in his book “Hay and 
History” when he says: “Go to the 
ruins of ancient and‘ rich civiliza- 
tions in Asia Minor, northern 
Africa, or elsewhere. Look at the 
unpeopled valleys, at the dead and 
buried cities, and you can decipher 
there the promise and the prophecy 
that the law of soil exhaustion 
held in store for all of us... De-

The fall of the mighty Roman 
Empire can be traced to the ex- 
ploitation of the soil. The effects 
of Roman greed and avarice is 
still evident today in the eroded 
hills of. Greece and the Mediter- 
ranean coast, in the sands of north 
Africa and western Asia. The de- 
cline of the soil led to the decay 
of man. 

Erosion in U. 8S. 

But nowhere in the world have 
the exhaustion and erosion of the 
soils progressed so rapidly as in 
the United States. Our forefathers 
found the riches cf this soil pro- 
tected by a mantie of vegetation. 
With ax in hand, natches in their 
pockets, and a ready plowshare 
these early colonisis quickly upset 
nature’s excellent method of pro- 
tecting the soil. 

In their quest for food for them- 
selves and for export these pioneers 
unwittingly began a series of mis- 
takes which may one day impov- 
erish the generations that follow 
them. Forests were leveled and 
burned. Plows turned the forest 
soil and prairie sod for the grow- 
ing of cultivated crops. Thus the 
bare earth was exposed to the 
damaging effects of wind and rain. 

Damage To Soil Fertility 

For many years our farmers fol- 
lowed cultivating practices and 
cropping systems which have se- 
riously damaged soi] fertility. The 
dust storms of 1934 and 1935 
aroused public interest in the prob- 
lem of erosion. Since that time 
the U. 8S. Soil Conservation Service 
has made extensive studies reveal- 
ing the tremendous decline in our 
soil resources, They have demon- 
strated that conservation efforts 
are of value not only to genera- 
tions to come, but that proper cul- 
tivation methods bring economic 
rewards as soon as they are put 
into practise. Thus conservation 
is important even now when food 
js our most needed item both on the 
home and the war front.
